The growth ol the railway aystein of 
the Unitoil fcitates is one of tlio most re- 
taarlcable items iu the entire ticUl of in- 
duBtrial statistica. The 8th of October, 
1829, miiy be called tho birthday of tlie 
niihvay syslf-m, oh lirtving been the day 
ou whicii tilt) Incoiuotivo trials wero 
foiumoncoil at Rain Hill, on tho Liver- 

fiool antl Mancliostfrr niilwiir. The e.ar- 
ieejt y<3i^v for which wo have ofiiciiil re- 
tiirus of the length of English railways 
is 185i, at the close uf which 8,053 milea 
of line had been completed in the United 
Kingdom. Iu IBJIO twenty-three milea 
of railway were opeu iu the Unitcil 
(Status. By the end of ISiO 2,818 miles 
■were open. In 1850 the length rose to 
9,021. In 1854 it was a little more than 
double tho length of English lines, be- 
ing 16,720 miles. By 1860 the aggregate 
rose to 30,635 miles, agninst 10,433 in 
the United Kingdom. In 1870 tho re- 
B)>eotivo lengtliH wero 52,'J14 and 15,537, 
nnd at the end of 1879 8l',2'2;5 and 17,690 
znUes, resjiectively. The total length of 
raiboudia lu the Statoa at tho close of 
1880, Jrieludiug Eome lines which ilo not 
report their earnings, wits 93,(371 miles.

The "Skeleton in Armor," which is 
one f>f his strongest and certainly tho 
most weird of all his poems, was written 
in IS'lO. A short time before a skeleton 
had been exhumed at Fall Kiver, and, 
being olad in a broken and rusty armor, 
made a deep impression upon the poet. 
Near Fall Uiver is Newport, wherestauds 
the old tower, saitl t-j have been ereeteil 
by tho Norsemen about the year 1,000. 
To connect tho two by tho ballad was 
tlie poet's iu8{)Lrfttiou. Ilis mind was 
full of the wild romance of Skadinuvian, 
Danish, and Germaii literature, and

The rookery in iiuostion has 
boon pronounced unsafe by competent 
authority and this of itself i.s quito sulti- 
ciont to warrant its removal under a cit3' 
by law. But in addition tu Ihio it en- 
croaches some ton feet over the line of 
tho street and tho council baa only to 

, j-icarry out the provision of another of its 
own by-laws to clear away the obstriicf- 
ion. One or tho other of those remedies 
ahoulil be applictl forliiwitli and a proper 
sidewalk put down so as to enable people 
. on tho west side of Wharf Rtroet to get 
along without having to paa.s through 
pools of mud and slush. But indepen- 
dently of this consideration, the tottering 
structure should bo put out of the way iis 
it is of no earthly uso and most otlensivu 
to ►ho vision, not only of -strangorB Ijiit 
everybody elso passing along those 
atreota.

Bolioving tli.-xt many of your "readers 
would like to know ^ouiethiiig about the 
hioviiglypliici oil till ISO slabis at Skidugat 
and their nijfiiitlcatliui, 1 shall with your 
favor, a.H far as 1 am able, at present, 
give a few reading.'? from carviiig.s and 
paintings, not (Uily at Skidegat, hut 
from other village.'* along this coast. In 
tiiiiea ])ast every vill.i'^e had its ([uota of 
po.<t.s and carvings. In every one of 
these, villiige.-s now posts are lieiiig erect- 
ed, and old ones are either renewed or 
I j presei'veil, cxcepiiug I''nri .Siniii.son whore 
. i in order to perfect their civilization thoy 
cut ihum all duwii and burnud them; 
although Mr. Oroaby tried to preserve 
.fome as rolics of their pa.it history. 
'I'he.Ho posts or poles, for they are botli, 
are first slab.s of cedar cut out of a tree. 
On onu side they are squared, on tho 
other rounded, to suit the engraver. The 
average breadth of each post is four feet; 
in thicknes.'i, they are from six inches to 
fourteen. Their average height from the 
ground in which they are set is 35 feet. 
The engravings are all on the side facing 
the lioa and e.Meiui fruiii bottom to top, 
on e.'icli -side of tiiu oval doorway. 
On top of many there aro three round 
point.s from ton to fourteen inches in 
length. Konio aro round poles with. tho 
imago of a little nu<Ie man un top.' Some 
have tho image of a, raven. On sonie of 
the poh'.s there is .simply a huge black 
fish, or a finback whale. Some of tho 
slabs aro carved with ravens, eagles, 
wolves, liear.-!, beavers, frogs, mountain 
r.iieeii, animals with men coming out of 
their mouths, biitlalus, and even alliga- 
tors; images of adults and of ohildreii- 
I'oles are to bo seen with bo.ves fastened 
to the top uf tlieni, and on m.iiiy of these 
are paintings or carviiig.'i of tho sun, or 
tho nioun. With tin; Ilydalis, as with 
some of the Suutli Anierican tribes the 
sun ia ctin.sidered as feiniiiino. Each 
bo.\ holds tlio roiiiains of some one bo- 
longing to the tribo inhabiting the village. 
The sun being probably the Nagod or 
Totem of tlio jiCKsiJii wli. .-le bone* rest in 
the bus or Ha-tling-ini. On many of tho 
slabs, and po.sts and often under tlio.se 
ho.xes, are pl.ites of copper with crosses 
in them, 'riiese eros.ses are formed like 
the I'/gyptiaii Ian T, and are al'iu tho tol 
toe and ii/.toc deity, iiuelzal-coal, and 
signifies with tlieiii fertility, with tho 
Mayu-H the fiiietifying power, and also 
eternal life 'I'lie iMe.\ican coins wore 
made in shape of a tan. .-Vmongst tho 
native race of this coast, copper plate, 
with a T on it is money. Tn Egypt the 
cross came to bo worshipped an a symbol 
uf lifi', or feared as an image of death 
and tlecay. .Aniongsl the IJydahs, tho 
cross witli certain other signs means 
ciilier fertility, eternal life, or death and 
decay. Thus a round post with sti-iling- 
iin on top of it coutaiiia tho romain.i of a 
person's, bones (.rashes. On this box ia 
painted a foinalo face Evinbol of tlie sun, 
while iiiidei'lieat li tliis box on the pole is 
nailed a copijor plate with a tan un it. 
Now those fi.iur signify this, tiisi, tho 
pole, the male; the Hiin tho fonwle and 
eternity; the copper, tho earth and pros- 
perity; thu cross, decay and death alone, 
but joined with the sun as in this in- 
stance, eterii.'d life.
